Florence Brown, 
Antioch's newest cente- 
narian and likely oldest 
resident, said she has 
no advice to offer on the sub- 
ject matter of living to be 100 
years old. She said she has no 
special daily routines or rituals, 
but tries to be a good friend, a 
good neighbor and good to the 
community; 

"And, I am truly thankful to 
God for his watchful care over • 
me," she said. 

Brown said that it's only 
the last 25 years that she's been 
an Antioch resident. The 
widow said she spent a lot of 
her time living in Waukcgan 
with her husband Walter (mar- 
ried in 1920), and traveling to 
accommodate his work as a 
salesman for National Dairy. 

"IVe lived all over," she 
said. "But I was always in and 
out of Antioch because of fami- 
ly here (her sister Ila married 
into the Lasco family). IVe also 
lived in Arizona, Arkansas and 
Texas. My husband was a trav- 



eler, so I had to travel." 

Brown describes herself as 
a historian and said she likes to 
read books about history. Hand 
in hand with that, she's inter- 
ested in the growth the area 
has seen. 

"I read today about the 
Lehman n Estate being sold in 
Lake Villa," she said. "Itseems 
sad that we have to destroy all 
the beautiful buildings and 
countryside to build all these 
houses and lay all this blacktop. 
I wonder where all these peo- 
ple are coming from?" . 

She said she knows growth 
Is inevitable, but is unhappy 
about some of the changes that 
come with it 

"I hate to see the down- 
town area (Antioch) go to 
nothing like it has," Brown 
said. "There used to be lovely 
stores that had lovely things 
like The Globe (womenswear). 
Reeves had a nice drugstore • 
and we'd go there for ice 
cream. Williams that has 
antiques now was a depart- 
ment store and before that it 
was King's Dnigstore. These 
were all places we'd visit when 



I came to sec my sister." 

On the positive side, 
Brown applauds the efforts of 
county and state agencies that 
have set aside land for preser- 
vation that contains unique 
natural resources. 

"Im so happy that they've 
set aside these areas," she said. 
"I hope they (all government 
officials) have the good sense 
not sell off even one piece of it" 

On a national and interna- 
tional level, Brown said she 
thinksalotoftheworid's prob- 
lems are tied to deceit 

She said, "It (deceit) is the 
cause of half of the worid's 
problems. If we're really sitting 
On a bombshell (with terrorists 
and the Middle East), then why 
don't they (politicians) unify 
and work together instead of 
slinging mud on each other's 
character. All that petty stuff 
doesn't do any good." 

Brown said her favorite 
two presidents during her life- 
time were Ronald Reagan and 
John Kennedy. 

"I'm not a democrat and 
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announces trustee bid

Though the consolidated 
election isn't until next 
spring, resident Jim Parks has 
announced his intention to 
run for one of the three 
■ trustee slots that will be open 
for challenge. 

Parks, who has been a res- 
ident of Antioch for 10 years, 
said that his background of 
sales and marketing manage- 
ment required more travel 
than what is conducive to 
local politics. He said his ven- 
tures in purchasing the 
remaining 30 lots in Mystic 
Cove for development and as 
a partner of the Antioch 
Development Group will 
afford him the time required 
to become actively Involved. 

" Whether or not I'm elect- 
ed as trustee, I will work to 
develop the. downtown area," 
Parks said. 'Antioch should be 
the northern gateway to the 
Chain O'Lakes. We need to 
make sure that Antioch does- 
n't lose its amenities." 

Parks said the Antioch 
Development Group met 
with village officials in execu- 
tive session to discuss creat- 



ing a "nucleus of condos" that 
will support the downtown 
area. He said he and his group 
of consultants believe they 
can get private investors to 
put $100 million over eight 
years to the development' of 
theviliage. 

"We don't want to do this 
independently," Parks said. 
"We want to work with the 
village, and want to deter- 
mine what the next step is." 

Parks said the Antioch 
Development Group was 
looking to have a letter of 
Intent signed by the village. 

"This won't cost the vil- 
lage anything," he said... 
"However, if you don't control- 
growth, it will control you." 

Parks. said northern Lake 
County, in general, lacks hous- 
ing for erhpty-nesters and oth- 
ers interested in a condomini- 
um lifestyle. He said building 
such housing would encour- 
age a: resurgence of High-end 
.stores to carry fine women's 
clothing and shoes. 

He said, "The impact that 
Wal-Mart will have will either 
be a blessing or a curse. I'm sad- 
dened to see that gas station 
(that had been at the comer of 
Orchard and Main) closed up. 



We need to do things that solid- 
ifies Antioch's positioa" 

Parks said that while there 
is no definitive plan put forth 
by his group, numbers sug- 
gested to him have been for 
the development of about 300 



condominiums. 

"Antioch is one of the only 
places that has a train that 
goes both to Chicago and to 
. O'Hafe Airport," he said. "The 
downtown is already a gem 
that lots of communities 



would love to have, but there 
are lots of needs that aren't 
bcing'mct here." 

Parks said he is passionate 
about the downtown area, and 
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Menards public hearing 
continued to Sept. 9 



Wal-Mart on schedule 
for late October open

Though Great Lakes Principals (GLP) made 
its presentation regarding the rczoning of prop- 
erty Immediately west of the Wal-Mart site to 
accommodate a Menards and five outiots, the 
proposed second phase of the Wal-Mart com- 
plex, die public hearing will be continued to 
Thursday, Sept 9. 

The development group is proposing that 
the 28-acrc site, comprised of two parcels, be 
rezonedfromRE-1 (rural estate) to B-2 (business) 
with a PUD (planned unit development) and OS 



(open space) to be used as a buffer area and for a 
stormwater detention basin. 

Gene Porto, oneof thcGLP partners, gave an 
update of the progress of the Wal-Mart and said it 
is anticipated that all of the construction work 
will be completed by the end of September, and 
that the store should open in late October. 

The developers took heat from both mem- 
bers of the audience and planning and zoning 
board members because of temporary measures 
that have been put in place to accommodate the 
opening instead of completing the work as 
promised. 

Final road improvements with widening for 
turning lanes and permanent stoplights will not 
be in place until either the spring or summer of 
2005.

Osmond hosts expo for seniors

Assisted living, identity theft 
and prescription drugs arc just 
some of the topics that will be 
addressed at the Senior Expo held 
at the Antioch-Lake Villa Township 
Center on Aug. 17 from 9 a.m.- 
noon, and sponsored by Rep. JoAnn 
Osmond (R-Antioch). 

"Tills is the second year we're 
doing this," Osmond said, "Last 
year's was very well attended. This 
is a good way to get a lot of infor- 
mation to those who need it." 

Osmond said the setting would 
be informal with booths of repre- 
sentatives from the Department of 
MotorVchicles and the Illinois State 
Treasurer's office as well as those 
who cater to assisted living, hospi- 
tals and nursing homes. 

She said, "This is a good opportu- 
nity to questions answered. It's a 
place where families caring for a sen- 



ior can come for information as well." 

State Treasurer Judy Baar 
Toplnka's office will provide infor- 
mation on avoiding financial fraud, 
scams and identity theft. Reverse 
mortgages, the use of direct deposit 
and other programs offered will 
also be explained. 

"There will also be a Dash for 
Cash," Osmond said. "That's the 
program where you can check to 
see if tficre is any unclaimed money 
in your name." 

Representatives from Abbott 
Labs will discuss prescription dnigs, 
and the Arthritis Foundation will 
discuss living with the condition. 

Osmond said there is no cost to 
attend or registration required to 
attend, 

"I think we're even going to 
have donuts available," she said. 

The Antioch-Lake Villa 
Township Center is located on the 
east side of Deep Lake Road, north 
of Grass Lake Road. 
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Antioch, though providing service 
to both Antioch and Lake Villa 
townships. 

The Mother Teresa Home is 
a home for women and children 
who are experiencing "extraordi- 
nary life situations," and who find 
themselves homeless. 

"Nearly everything has been 
donated so all of the money will go 
to this organization," said 
Marytheresc Ambacher, director of 
the Mother Teresa Home and co- 
director, under the umbrella of 
Open Arms Mission (Scott Keenan, 
director). 

The $20 entry fee Includes the 
90-mile ride, a pasta dinner catered 
by DiMarco's restaurant at the end- 
ing point on the grounds of St. 
Peter School, and a chance at win- 
ning $200-500 cash. Additionally, 
there will be live entertainment for 
dining enjoyment. 



Keenan said, "DiMarco's has 
always provided a delicious meal 
for this ride." 

Registration, complete with 
coffee and donuts, begins at 10 a.m. 
followed by the motorcycle blessing 
at 11:15 a.m. The ride leaves at 
11:30 a.m. with riders expected to 
reach the final destination by 4 p.m. 

For rider comfort, four stops 
arc scheduled along the route with 
a police escort. 

Non-riders are welcome to par- 
ticipate at the benefit dinner, cash 
raffle and live music also available 
for $20. 

Ambacher said this is an impor- 
tant fundraiser for the Mother 
Teresa Home, as the sensitive 
nature of the organization requires 
that it maintain a low profile. "Word 
of mouth and information provid- 
ed through the Open Arms Mission 
lets those In need know where they 



can go for help," she said. 

An additional raffle for a Las 
Vegas trip of four days and three 
nights that includes airfare with no 
restrictions is being held In con- 
junction wiUi the motorcycle run. 
All contributions arc tax-deductible 
to the full extent allowable by law. 
Tickets are $1 each or six for $5. 

"Our goal is to double what we 
did last year and raise $20K," 
Ambacher said. "That would take 
care of the operations for the house 
for the year so that anything that 
comes in would be extra funds for 
counseling for the children." 

Those interested in participat- 
ing are encouraged 'to purchase 
tickets in advance, though it is not 
mandatory. Tickets can be pur-

Lake County's oldest Jewish 
congregation begins a new chap- 
ter in its history on Sunday, Aug. 
15, at 1:30 p.m. 

At that time, Congregation 
Any Echod IRerpjrml-wiU.dydlcute 

its new temptebuildirig at 2945 
Falling Waters Blvd., Lindenhurst, 
west of Route 45, 1 mile north of 
Route 132 (Grand Avenue). 

A unique aspect of the dedica- 
tion is that the Torah will be 
moved in a procession from the 
old Waukegan location, at Sunset 
and Yeoman Avenue, to the new 
Lindenhurst synagogue. 

A model of the "Ark of the 
Covenant," the historic vessel in 
which Moses is supposed to have 
placed the Ten Commandments, 
has been constructed to move the 
Torah. 

"The procession is an exciting 
idea based on the journey the 



Israelites took out of Egypt," said 
Rabbi Ze'ev Harari, the congrega- 
tion's spiritual leader. 

Congregation member Al 
Fuchs built the replica ark. It will 
be placed in the smaller of the 
new temple's two sanctuaries. 

"We will be moving all three 
Torah . scroUs." -Harasl- suld. . He^

explained that two of the three 
are from Europe, and probably 
are about as old as the congrega- 
tion itself. 

The original temple, founded 
108 years ago in Waukegan, was 
Orthodox. The congregation's his- 



tory includes a number of notable 
Waukegan-area families, includ- 
ing Jack Benny's father, Meyer 
Kubclsky, who was a founding 
member. 

In the mid-1990s, the congre- 
gation noticed a population shift, 
as older members of the congre- 
.iftatlprv v»Qtohocotidv\tt \b»$ n>u\or^ 
ity, and younger families -were 
locating to the west, in the com- 
munities of Lindenhurst, 
Grayslake and Gurnee. 

Al that time, a satellite con- 
gregational home was established 
in a building behind the 
Watcrford Commons strip mall, 
off Grass Lake Road. 

A year before the congrega- 
tion broke ground for the new 
temple, a decision was made to 
change from Conservative affilia- 
tion to Reform, reflecting evolv- 
ing demographics of younger, 
more modern families. For more

"I'm concerned with water quantity not just 
quality. I'm worried that my property will flood.

If its their water, then let them keep it; I 
don't want it in my basement" 

Sheehan said hispropertyhad never flooded 
in the 10 years he has lived there, not even four 
years ago when there was a "true" water event 

He said, "This water Is going to come right 
into little Silver Lake. Take care of the'quaritiiy, 
and it doesn't matter what the quality."

What does it take to stay afloat? 

Efghty-fivc-ycar-old Winnie Sorensen said 
the secret is doing something you love. The half- 
time Antioch resident, nowwinteringin Florida, 
has been teaching swim lessons at the Antioch 
Aqua Center since it opened 43 years ago. 

"I started out lifeguarding," she said. "For a 
time, I was in charge of the lesson program.

Sorensen said Uiat within many long-time 
Antioch families she has taught anywhere from 
three, four or five generations to swim. "I think 
I've taught most of the lifeguards and swim 
teachers that are here today," she said. 

Sorensen said that at the pool's peak that 
some classes would have 44 children at different 
levels learning to swim. 

She said, "They don't all learn at die same 
rate. When children are afraid, you keep contaA 
with them, always touching and letting them 
know they are safe mini they' know thcjTciuf 
make it" 



In the past, Sorensen said she would.work 
with groups of all skill levels. Now she most 
enjoys the group "that's starting to really move." 

Sorensen said she keeps her skills honed in 
Florida over the winter. 

"I work wiUi adults (in Florida) who don't 
know how to swim, because I think it is a very 
important skill," she said. "I will also work with 
grandkids who are there to visit. Tills is what I 
like to do." 

Sorensen said her advice for non-swim- 
mers of all ages is the same. 

"The biggest thing in swimming is to relax," 
she said. "Keep your shoulders down; you can't 
swim with them above the water. And, don't kick 
wiUi your knees." 

Mayor Taso Maravelas will honor Sorensen 
for her dedication and service to the village at 
the Aug. 16 regular board meeting. Meetings are 
held at 730 p.m. at Village Hall on Main Street. 

Sorencsen said she looks forward to giving 
swim lessons again next summer. 

She said, "I'm planning to move back up 
here permanently, but you never know what's 
going to happen. One of these days, I'll have to 
get setded."

Keep kids first 



I am writing in regards to your feature 
article about Mr. (Earl) Bush and his check 
off system at Antioch Uppor Grade School. F 
understand that this was a feature article, 
which only gave his perspective of his check 
off system; however, there is a very negative 
side to his system that needs to be made 
known. 

Antioch School District stands on the 
premise of "Keeping Kids First" and Mr.

After only 
two check offs with Mr. Bush our son was 
told, five weeks prior to the concert, that he 
was not good enough to be in the concert. 
He could no longer work hard and try to act 
checked off. , 

Before the second concert and Band-A- 
fiama my wife made several attempts to talk 
to Mr. Bush about a situation that our son 
was encountering which was having a great 
impact on his life. Mr. Bush never had the 
time to speak to her and did his best to avoid 
and ignore requests to speak to him. Not 
only were we moving during this time, but 
Ills grandfather, who is very close to our son, 
was critically ill and in intensive care fight- 
ing for his life. For the second time, after 
only two check offs our son was told he was 
not good enough to be in the concert. 

We later found out that another parent 
had sent a letter requesting an additional 
check off for her child because they had 
moved and was granted this request. Our 
son found out about this and couldn't 
understand why his situation was different 
except that she did not have a very sick 
grandpa. 

Our son had always dreamed of being In 
Band-A-Rama at the High School to be able 
to play with his older sister. He had the song 
checked off that was being played at Band- 
A-Rama, however, since he didn't have the 
other songs that were played in die concert 
he was still not able to play in Band-A-Rama. 
This was a huge cntsh to a twelve-year-old 
child. During such a difficult time he had 
worked very hard to be able to do this. 

Our son is not alone when it comes to 
children that arc not allowed to be in per- 
formances. There are a number of students 
in the same situation as our son. 

I do agree that Antioch Upper Grade 
Bands sound great; however, the bands that 
you hear are not representative of Antioch 
Upper Grade Bands, when you are excluding 
part of the actual band. I can understand if 
concerts or Band-A-Rama were competi- 
tions, but they are not. They are a time for a 
child to demonstrate to their parents what 
they have learned and a time for them to be 
proud of what they have accomplished. 

The idea of listening to each child indi- 
vidually is a wonderful idea, however, each 
child needs to be given the same number of 
check offs. I am not stating that the stan- 
dards need to be lowered I am stating that 
each child be given the same opportunity. 



Also, it is important to realize that concerts 
are ,not competitions. Having your best stu- 
dents play at competitions is understand- 
able, but using concerts as competitions 
docs not "Keep Kids First."

Defending a 
caring educator 

I have been teaching private flute for 
over 27 years and have had more than 200 
Solo Bnsemble Contest Winners in both 
IGSA and IHSA, many of whom have gone 
through the Antioch Upper Grade School 
Band as part of their music education. 
Without solicitation, I am taking it upon 
myself to write this letter in support of Earl 
Bush, Antioch Upper Grade School band 
director and his "check-off" system. 

Although 1 did not meet Mr. Bush until I 
had been teaching his students (among 
many other band director's students) for 
several years, I found such excellence and 
attention to detail, real affection and sup- 
port of his students that I was moved to 
begin volunteering at the Antioch Upper 
Grade School. I have been volunteering in 
the AUGS music program now for over 3 
years now and continue to see what I felt I 
knew from the very beginning...a caring, 
highly efficient, artistic music educator of 
the highest level. 

The politics involved in this matter real- 
ly aren't about the kids, but about the per- 
sonalities involved. Since I have experience 
with many students from many school dis- 
tricts over the years, and no bias involving 
children of my own, I might'be a fresh view- 
point. 

I become sad when teaching becomes 
controversial and seemingly petty. The cur- 
riculum has been set forth and student con- 
tracts signed by parents. The check-off sys- 
tem is part of that agreement, along with 
practice, attendance, behavior and partici- 
pation standards. 

Without direct accountability most stu- 
dents would do less, not more. A band that 
includes everyone in spite of preparation, 
may sound harmless until you consider that 
it is a step off into lowering standards over- 
all. 

Imagine a football team that would do 
this, giving all equal playing time, or allow- 
ing just anyone to be the lead in a school 
play. It sounds ridiculous becauseit is. 

Every student needs to hear the "best" 
they can do instead of "good enough." Even 
one bad player can dishearten a group that 
is doing an important performance. 

In the all-included football team who 
would win? Would anyone win? Eventually 
would the excellent quit? Maybe, maybe 
not. I have never seen such a team. But I am 
sure the standard of "trying" would change. 

I worry about the kids, just the kids and 
the final outcome. The excellent need a 
voice too. 

Let's not just lower standards to make 
the less motivated, less tenacious or less tal- 
ented happy. Let's make as many kids happy 
and motivated as possible. 

Earl Bush is a great band director and 
expects a lot from his kids, but no more than 
he should. The preparation process isthor- 
ough including rehearsals, practice sheets 



and private instruction. I believe the 
demands are very reasonable, agreed on 
early in the year and no more than he gives 
each student in the community. 

The fortunate students who have gone 
through this program have excelled in all 
areas of music and academics. The tenacity 
and care that goes into their performances 
and the process of learning carries over into 
other areas of their lives. 

I must say that the combination of musi- " 
cal ability, leadership and skill that Mr. Bush 
has shown through his teaching is so far 
above the norm that I am Inspired in my 
own teaching and mentoring.

Bush teaches children 
responsibility 

As a former student of Mr. Earl Bush, I 
find it distressing that his teaching methods, 
the results of which have brought no small 
amount of recognition and pride to Antioch 
Upper Grade (i.e. the premier of the Robert 
Sheldon piece), are being called so virulent- 
ly into question. I support the check-off sys- 
tem because I experienced first hand its pos- 
itive results. 

I became a better instrumentalist, 
because the fear of not playing in the con- 
cert was incredibly motivating. I could also 
see the improvement in myself. Each time 
check-offs came around, I needed fewer and 
fewer sessions. I also saw the improvement 
in the band as a whole. 

Confidence, morale and pride were very 
' high after Contest. For two of my three years 
at Upper Grade the Senior Band received 
Superior Firsts, the highest rating at 
Contest. One year it received only one point 
off of a Superior, which just encouraged the 
band to work harder for the Superior. I doubt 
that would have been possible if the check- 
t off system had not been In place: 

The check-off system provides an effort- 
reward form of accountability: if a child 
decides not to put forth die effort to learn his 
music, he does not get checked-off and does 
not play In the concert. This is a real world 
concept. If one docs not do his work in the 
business world, one gets fired. 

Mr. Bush always gives students ample 
time to get checked-off. He gives up his 
afternoons, nights, and weekends to make 
sure all of the students have enough time. 
Nine to five workdays are non-existent for 
him. 

Sign-up sheets are always posted in the 
same place, and deadlines are always speci- 
fied. Yet students will still wait until the last 
minute to sign up, or will blow off>a time 
they have signed up for. Then, they and their 
parents have the temerity to whine when the 
student doesn't get checked-off. The blame 
lies squarely on the student, not on Mr. 
Bush. 

The ONLY thing he is guilty of is trying to 
teach children responsibility. He deserves 
respect, not attacks on a system that works.

against heartworm through fall 



Mosquitoes spread the heartworm disease so it's 
important to protect pets against at least through 
the first hard frost. 
"I tell all clients it's important to keep to 
keep their dogs on heartworm preventative through November 
or December,'* said Katy Woods, veterinary assistant at First 
Veterinary Clinic in Richmond. "All it takes is one mosquito 
bite. Even though we've had a cooler summer and It hasn't 
been as buggy, we can still have warm weather into 
December." 

Heartworm disease is a serious and potentially fatal disease 
in dogs. Much of the damage occurs before there are any out- 
ward signs of the disease. Symptoms include coughing blood 
and lethargy. 

"It's already gotten pretty far by the time there are symp- 
toms," Woods said. "If it's caught early, it can be treated but 
there is some risk in the treatment itself." 

The disease is caused by worm named Diroiilaria immitis, 
which lives in the right side of the heart and adjacent blood ves- 
sels. The adult worms are large, females up to 14 inches and 
males about half that size, and cause disease by clogging the 
heart and major blood vessels leading from the heart. 

By clogging the main blood vessels, the blood supply to 
other organs of the body is reduced, particularly die lungs, liver

and kidneys, leading to malfunction 
of these organs. 

This disease is spread from dog to 
dog by any one of over 70 species of 
mosquitoes. Female adult heart- 
worms discharge larval forms named 
microfilariae into the bloodstream of 
a dog that arc dien transferred to die 
mosquito when it takes a blood meal 
from an infected dog. 

In the dog, it takes about six 
months for Uiese larvae to grow, move to the heart, mate and 
start die cycle again. 

Woods said, "Annual blood tests are recommended just to 
be on the safe side. If you start giving die medicine, and then 
find out the dog is infected, it's more difficult to determine the 
stage of die heartworm." 

She said some animals may only live a mondi, while others 
may live up to one year with untreated heartworm. 

"Some of the medicines also control roundworm, hook- 
worm and whipworm, and the threat of diose doesn't go away 
in the winter," Woods said. "For animals that are really outside 
a lot, especially in rural areas, it's not a bad idea to keep them 
on heartworm preventative year round."

Veal scaloppine, dandelion salad 
unlocks taste of Southern Italy 




COOKING 
BY THE BOOK 



Food writer Hrica DcMnnc 
probes her ancestral heritage in 
The Flavors of Southern Italy" 
(John" Wiley & Sons, 2004). It's a 
volume filled with delicious 
recipes— "bold and clean," as the 
author describes them— plus 
avvell-vvritten narrative that keeps 
it all in perspective. 

' DcMane observes that for her, 
cooking lies somewhere between 
fantasy and reality: "The fantasy of

She covers a lot of ground, 
'from calamari filled with ricotta 
and herbs to cinnamon raviolini 
with tomato and shallot sauce to 
pork braciolc with prqvolonc, 
parsley and capers. 

Veal Scaloppine with a 
Dandelion Salad has an authen- 
tic Italian flavor. We leaf lettuce 
as a foil for the slightly bitter 
dandelion greens from a local 
Italian market. 



Veal Scaloppine with Dandelion 
and Spring Onion Salad 



For the salad: 

1 largo bunch tender young dandelion 

greens, stemmed, (about 2 loosely packed 

cups) 

12 cherry tomatoes, stemmed and halved 

1 small spring bulb onion, Including tender 

green parte, very thinly sliced 

Handful of pine nuts, lightly toasted 

Small palmful of salt-packed capers, soaked 

and drained 

In a largo salad bowl, combine all the salad 
Ingredients. • Put the bread crumbs and 
ground pine nuts In a large, shallow bowl. Add 
the thyme, lemon zest, salt and cayenne and 
mix everything well. • In a large skillet, heat the 
olive oil over medium-high heat • Pour the 
beaten egg In a large, shallow bowl and dip the 
scaloppine into ft one at a time, coating well. 
Dredge the scaloppine In the bread-crumb mix- 
lure. • When the skillet Is nice and hot, add the 
scaloppine and saute, without moving them at 
all, until golden and crisp on the bottom, about 
3 minutes. • Turn over and brown on the other 
side, about 1 minute longer. * Using a slotted 
metal spatula, transfer to paper towels to drain, 
then transfer to 4 dinner plates.

Bait your family's taste buds and improve their health with fresh fish from the grill 



By Louis Mahoney 



Branch out beyond burgers, franks, steaks 
and chops on the grill this summer to include 
more seafood. It not only adds variety, but also 
heart-healthy omega-3, an essential fatty acid. 
Seafoods arc naturally high in protein and low in 
saturated fats. 

Salmon, halibut and scallops are good 
choices because they offer a variety of tastes and 
textures that are grill-friendly. 

Scallops and halibut are squeaky clean. But 
shadows of concern were cast on farm-raised 
salmon in January in the wake of tests that 
showed samples had significantly higher levels 
of dioxins and oilier potentially cancer-causing 
pollutants than wild salmon. 

The study, however, tested salmon raw and 
with tiie skin on. 

Removing the skin, the Food and Drug 
Administration pointed out at the time, removes 
a significant amount of dioxins and other pollu- 
tants stored in the fat offish. The pollutant levels 



also were within the FDA's legal limits. 

The American Heart Association recom- 
mends at least two servings of seafood a week to 
help prevent heart disease. Salmon usually is 
listed as a top choice, not only because it is high 
in heart-protecting omega-3 fatty acids, but also 
because it is low in brain-harming mercury, 
another seafood contaminant. 

Most health experts agree that the benefits 
of omega-3-rich seafood consumption far out- 
weigh the risks. 

"To alann people away from fish because of 
some potential, at this point undocumented, 
risk of long-term cancer — that does worry me," ; 
said Eric Rimm, associate professor of epidemi- 
ology and nutrition at the Harvard School of 
Public Health. 

Fish and scallops are relatively fragile 
seafoods that require special handling when 
grilled to keep them intact. Recipes using skew- 
ers may allow for easy turning and serving. 

The wild Pacific salmon season begins in 
early May and runs into die fall, sometimes 



through November depending on the weather. * 

Although many Web sellers of wild Pacific 
salmon claim that it is higher in omega-3 fatty 
acids than Atlantic or farm-raised salmon, that's 
a red flag. 

"Would that it were true!" said Laura 
Fleming from Juneau, Alaska, where she is pub-, 
lie-relations director of the Alaska Seafood 
Marketing Institute. 

"People need to understand that omega-3 
content of food is a function of species and diet," 
Fleming said. "The exact amount, therefore, 
could vary from Fish to fish in the same school. 

"All seafoods have omega-3, and all salmon 
is high in omega-3," she said. "Everybody — the 
wild Pacific, the farm-raised, die Atlantic 
seafood folks, even the government — has num- 
bers, and, they all are slightly different Some are ' 
based on edible, cooked portion, others on fish 
with skin and still others on fish without skin."

Rodgers and Hammerstein would be 
proud. The latest installment of a continuing 
Broadway in Chicago series features an 
endearing revival at the Auditorium Theatre 
of their 1951 show, "The King and I," the 
team's first musical collaboration. 

Originally based on Margaret Landon's 
"Anna and King of Siam," it's a show that 
. possesses dazzling costumes, dynamite sets 
and captivating songs. 

It also features the talents of Sandy 
Duncan. At 58, the actress is mature for the 
role of Anna Leonowens, but she gives a 



noteworthy performance as the self-assured 
widow from Wales who has traveled to exot- 
ic Bangkok to become governess and tutor to 
the children of the King of Siam. Her singing 
voice in "Hello, Young Lovers," "Getting To 
Know You" and "l Whistle A Happy Tune" 
remains sweet and true. 

Colncidcntally, before going on to find 
success on the stage and on television, 
Duncan made her theatrical debut at the age 
of 12 in the same play as one of the king's 
many children. 

Set in the early, 1860s, it's a period when 
Anna runs directly into a culture clash. The 
king (Martin Vidnovic) has multiple wives 
and the offspring to prove it, and his obedi- 



ent subjects pay obeisance by elaborate kow- 
towing. 

* Despite different Ideas about a woman's 
place in society, the hoop-skirted Anna is 
won over by the personal appeal of the 
monarch, finding him receptive to learning 
about Western culture in order to shake off 
some outside misconceptions that label him 
a "barbarian." She and her 10-year-old son 
soon grow attached to the royal family and 
their country. 

A subplot in "The King and I" involving 
the Issue of slavery serves to highlight the dif- 
ferences between East and West. Tuptim 
(Luz Lor), a slave girl from neighboring 
Burma, is presented as a "gift" to the Slam 
ruler. In secret, she grieves because she is not 
free to be with the man she truly loves, Lun 
Tha (Martin Sola). . 

To impress an important visiting British 
diplomat, Tuptim presents a beautiful, 
Inventive ballet she calls "The Little House of 
Uncle Thomas," based on "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin," Harriet Bccchcr Stowe's book on 
slavery in America. It's a story that mirrors 
Tuptim's own circumstances, and as it 
unfolds, she has her heroine, Eliza (Natalie 
Turner) escape. 

"The King and 1," directed by Baayork 
Lee and choreographed by Susan Klkuchi, 
runs just shy of three hours, but it moves 
along smartly every step of the way.

Vincent, played by a 
cool, silver-haired Tom 
Cruise, arrives in LA 
with a mission to exe- 
cute five witnesses in one night 
so that a drug lord is not indicted 
by a Federal Grand Jury. He hires 
cab driver Max (Jamie Foxx), an 
expert at drive-timo manage- 
ment, to take him to his various 
destinations. Vincent claims to 
be a businessman who needs to 
get signatures on documents and 
be back at the airport for a 6 a.m. 
flight. Although Max's intuition 
tells him to turn down the $600 
he will earn driving Vincent he 
reluctantly goes along with the 
program. 

Because of an unplanned 
event at the first hit, Max learns 
that Vincent is a killer. What had 
been a voluntary run from point 
to point is now done at the point 
of a gun, with Max as potential 
collateral damage. Mark Ruffalc, 
as a street-wise detective, uses 
his sixth sense added to new 
bodies piling up at the coroner's 
to calculate that something big is 
in progress in the right now time 
frame. While at the morgue he 
recognizes one of the victims as a 
prominent attorney, and intuits 
that a killer is on the loose. Some 
recent unsolved killings involved 
a cab driver, without any crimi- 
nal history, who presumably 
committed suicide after three 
people were executed. 

Vincent knows what his goal 
is, in this instance to .execute five 
hits, and he's not afraid todo 
what is needed to get the job 
done. Max/however, is a dream- 



er who is always talking the talk 
but not walking the walk. Will he 
ever move from driving a cab for 
an oppressive dispatcher, mak- 
ing chump change everyday, to 
having his own limo service with 
a fleet of Mercedes? 

Earlier in the evening Max 
engages in an interesting and 
realistic conversation with a 
woman he picks up as a passen- 
ger (beautiful Jada Pinkett Smith 
in a smart, sophisticated por- 
trayal) that tells you a lot about 
them as individuals. They con- 
nect mentally and emotionally 
but can Max find a way to at 
least get to first base in a mean- 
ingful relationship? 

Somewhat like Denzcl 
Washington's character in "Man 
on Fire," quiet events arc dis- 
rupted at unexpected moments 
as Vincent pursues his mission. 
Being along for the ride as 
Vincent docs his thing is worth- 
while, but it's how Max changes 
that makes this film so effective. 
Pay attention to the dialogue 
that Max has with both Vincent 
and Annie. You'll then under- 
stand him when the formerly 
mild mannered cab driver starts 
running red lights at 70 MPH. 
Only then can the ending of the 
movie be truly appreciated. 

Talent overcomes formula in 
this thriller with Tom Cruise as a 
bad guy in the mode of Denzcl 
in "Training Day" and Tom 
Hanks in "The Road to 
Perdition."

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If you've not been to the movies at 
Gurnee Mills recently, you'll be pleasantly 
surprised with the improvements made at 
the Marcus Cinemas. An inviting new look 
welcomes you in two key areas, ticket 
sales and the concession stand. The 
improvements make It much easier to buy 
your tickets and items at the concession 
stand quickly, especially when the theater 
is crowded; which is often during the sum- 
mer blockbuster season. 

There are now six box office terminals 
and the times are shown on a digital 
screen directly above the ticket counters 
rather than out in the lobby. Concession 
stand registers went from eight to ten. 
Theater manager Jeff Sterling said in a 
recent conversation, "We added self- serve 
soda, which speeds up lines. It's easier to 
get the refills on the sodas, as you don't 
have to wait in any lines." 

George to Jeff: Did you decide to do 
away with the self-serve ticket kiosks? 

Jeff: We're adding more of them. Instead 
of being off to the side, they'll be right as 
you walk in. When they were on the side, a 
lot of people did not even know we had 
them. 



G: Is this remodeling something that all 
Marcus theaters are doing? 

Js Orland Park was the first one to go to 
this look. It's called our 2010 look. These 
arc the updates to be completed by 2010. 
It will take a little white, as it's very expen- 
sive. We were number two in the process. 
We are one of the busiest theaters in our 
circuit. It has a beautiful look to It. 

Gs How often do you get to enjoy the fun 
part of the movie business? 
J: (Laughing) not often, they (home office) 
tell us what we're going to get and I do the 
scheduling (start times). "Spider-Man 2," 
and the 4th of July weekend is always real- 
ly big. "Shrek 2" was exciting as was 
"Harry Potter." 

G: What's been the most exciting thing 
that has happened this year so far? 

Jt The day "Shrek 2" opened. It all came 
together on the same day. We opened the 
new box office and concession stands the 
day the film opened. It worked very well. 

G: How many people do you employ here? 
I: It's seasonal, but during the summer, 



close to 100. There is a team of 10 man- 
agers so we are able to work with a large 
staff, yet at times it seems impossible. 

G: I've noticed in my six years of coming 
to Gurnee, that things run smoothly with 
respect to the curtain opening all the way, 
proper sound, film in focus, etc. How do 
you ensure such consistent quality In so 
many theaters (20)? 

It The crews here arc union operators and 
many have been here a long time. The 
least tenured projectionist has been in the 
business for 24 years. Marcus is a smaller 
company and it's easier to provide per- 
sonal service than some of our competi- 
tors. 

We try to do our projects Monday through 
Thursday, when it's slow. On the weekend 
we normally have at least three mangers 
on the floor, where the people are. 

G: To what extent does the opening week- 
end box office determine what happens 
the next week? 

J: Everything. We don't attract a lot of the 
art house crowd. If there are five movies 
coming in, they'll probably chop off the 
five lowest (at the box office for the cur- 
rent week). We also do "double ups" such 
as "Envy" and "Laws orAttraction," where 
they play in the same theater every other 
show. (Note: if you sec this it usually 
means it's the last week for that film). 

The coolest thing I like about the improve- 
ments is the self-serve soda stand. When 
you press the button for the lid to your 
cup, it's presented to you with the magic

of movies. Marcus has always been a nice 
theater but it now has more of the feeling 
of a big event... like going to Six Flags 
Great America for the first time each year.

Sheriff dodges 2nd lawsuit

Sheriff Gary Del Re deflected a second 
"groundless lawsuit" against what he calls two 
"politically-motivated" in die past four 
months. 

In a minute order by Judge Joan 
Gottschall, a lawsuit by Fox Lake Mineola 
Marine owner Pete Jakstas was barred because 
it passed the two-year statute of limitaUons. 

The judge said, "It is undisputed that (die) 
plaintiff discovered the alleged constitutional 
deprivation in 1997, but did not bring suit until 
October 2002. 

"I expected it (the decision in his favor) all 
the way along," Del Re said. "I thought it was 
politically motivated, because it was filed in 
the weeks prior to die election (in 2002)," 



Del Re became Sheriff in October 1996 
when he was appointed after the retirement of 
Clinton Grinncll, He was elected to a 4-year 
term in 1990 and again in 2002. 

An undisclosed amount was sought by 
Mineola. 

A lawsuit headed by Roger Whitmore of 
Whitmorc Automotive services was thrown 
out of court in April. The judge in diat case, 
Samuel Der-Yeghiayan, said Whitmorc had 
nothing to show other than a "collection of 
loosely-connected facts" in his case. 

Del Re said proceedings in die Whitmorc 
case to recover about $130,000 in legal fees 
and court costs are underway. He said the/. 
Sheriffs Office would pursue restitution of 
the same from Mineola,. but, die. amount,, 
would be "nowhere near that of the

More mosquitoes 
test positive for 
West Nile 

Mosquito pools collected in Gumcc on 
June 24, Zion on July 1, and Highland Park on 
July 1, and a dead crow collected in Lake Villa 
on July 22, have tested positive for West Nile 
vims. In addition to these new cases, dead 
birds from Antloch, Hawthorn Woods and 
Grayslakc, and a mosquito pool Tram Buffalo 
Grove tested positive for the vims earlier this 
summer. Statewide, two human cases of West 
Nile disease have been reported thus far in 
Jackson and Jo Daviess counties. 

The Health Department maintains a West 
Nile virus hotline for county residents to 
report dead birds, report areas of stagnant 
water (which are conducive for mosquito 
breeding), or to obtain more information on 
the signs and symptoms of West Nile 
encephalitis. The West Nile vims hotline num-

The flying public in general comprises only the parts of a giant 
political chess game being played by Chicago's Mayor Daley, airline 
companies and the federal government over the feasibility of O'Hare 
expansion. What is both surprising and disturbing is the indiffer- 
ence with which Lake County customers are treated by the powers to 
be at Mitchell International, Milwaukee. Close by and convenient to 
more than half of the county's 700,000 population, it would be rea- 
sonable to believe that Mitchell authorities would be "courting" their 
Illinois neighbors big time. That doesn't seem to be happening. 

The future isn't bright for untangling the web of deceit, interlock- 
ing interests and outright dishonesty involved with overcrowding 
and flight delays at O'Hare. The public is losing its champion for 
O'Hare sensibility, U.S. Senator Peter Fitzgerald (R-IL), Who is not a 
candidate for reelection. Fitzgerald has charged that United Airlines 
and Daley invented the flight delay crisis to build support for more 
O'Hare runways. He also wants to restore O'Hare flight controls that 
were phased out in 2002. 

The public and the airline industry as a whole pay a terrific price 
for the O'Hare political shananigans. O'Hare backups create a disas- 
trous ripple efTcct in all directions. For example, Madison's Dane 
County Airport has experienced its worst rash of flight delays and 
cancellations In nearly a decade during the first five months of 2004 
because of O'Hare feeder flights being disrupted. O'Hare had 14,500 
late flights in May, the highest number ever. 

As we've recommended before, Like County residents are 
advised to turn north when thinking about catching a flight. Even 
with a sort of hohum attitude about the Lake County market, 
Mitchell Field still is a better bet all the way around than . O'Hare. 
While the planes arc still circling O'Hare or sitting on the ground, 
Milwaukee International can get you in or get you out. 

A flawed strategy 

When it comes to cleaning up environmental messes, too 
many local officials take a "get in line" attitude. They 
file for bail-out government grants and wait their nirn 
for the money to arrive. 

That seems to be the case with Butler I,ake in Ubertyville. The 
long-time landmark regarded for many years as a desirable home site 
and the spot foryear-around recreation is clogged badly with weeds 
and other shoreline vegetation. Nearby residents and citizens arc 
getting frustrated that nothing is getting done to clean up the lake 
and make it useable. 

Village officials have been working with the Army Corps of 
Engineers to arrange for dredging funds. The Butler Lake clean-up 
is regarded as a "small project" by the Army Corps. There arc about 
two dozen other such projects waiting for funding. 

In die Chicago District, the Army Corps has only about $1 million 
to "spread around" for small projects. Federal funds are doled out 
with strings, usually on the basis of 65 percent with 35 percent com- 
ing from local sources. 

If about a third of the money for lake improvements will come 
from local sources, we think the possibility should be investigated 
about using hometown money for start-up or "head start" work. 
Might the Teds be more inclined to release U.S. grants if local resi- 
dents demonstrate a desire to start improvements on their own? 

Long Lake, a recreational lake located between Fox Lake and 
Round Lake, slowly is being overrun with weeds. A citizens com- 
mittee Is monitoring deteriorating conditions, but is reluctant to ini- 
tiate local action to improve water quality and head off the possibility 
of swimming accidents. The InacU'on is a version of "get in line." 
Thirty years ago, when Long Lake was being ruined by algae from a 
nearby sewage disposal plant, local citizens rolled up their sleeves to 
clean up the lake. One of the results was the formation of the Lake 
County Public Works Dept. and installation of a regional sewer sys- 
tem. Leaders didn't wait for money from Washington. 

It is worthwhile to draw distinctions between so-called "small 
projects" and the massive infusion of time, money and effort to clean 
up an area like Waukegan Harbor, which is so large that only the fed- 
eral government can manage rehabilitation. While local monies in 
such a project would amount to "spitting in the ocean," there's still a 
lot to be gained by local officials pushing and shoving. Why wait? 
Get started! They have and federal help is on the way. 

There's a difference between getting in line and getting started. 
When the environment is at stake, it's difficult to believe that any for- 
ward step is not worth the effort.

Addressing a group of Grant Township 
officials on speed control efforts, Fox Lake 
Trustee Greg Murrey said the "Lake Zurich 
model"— lots of stoplights— may be die 
answer for curbing speed and reducing traf- 
fic accidents'. 

Fox Lake wants to Involve the Village of 
Volo and the Illinois Dept. of Public 
Transportation in addressing a situation 
where accidents are Increasing even as law 
enforcement efforts are stepped up. Fox 
Lake Police Chief Gerretsen said increas- 
ing enforcement is not the only answer to 
making the stretch of Rte. 12 from Wauconda 
north to the northern edge of Fox Lake safer. 
Predicting that Molidor Rd. will become 
the most dangerous spot on Rte. 12 because 
it is the intersecting point of commercial 
development for three areas— Volo, 
Lakemoor and Fox Lake— Fire Chief Ron 
Hoehnc said the problem rests with IDOT's 
classification as N. Rte. 12 as a "regional arte- 
rial highway." The classification denotes 
high speed travel with drivers routinely trav- 
eling 10 to 15 miles over the posted limit.

—in years when the general budget is in 
deficit, the Social Security surplus is used for 
general budget (i.e., non^Social Security) 
spending; 

— in years when the general budget is in 
surplus, both surpluses (the general budget 
and Social Security) are used to reduce out- 
standing federal debt. 

3. Is George W. Bush the first president to 
do this (as the reader might innocently infer 
from Mr. Matijevich's wording)? Nope. Clinton 
did the same, as did others before him.

County planning officials view the public 
review process as an opportunity to make cer- 
tain that every person impacted by develop- 
ment in Lake County has input in the plan. 

"This next stage in the plan adoption 
process is critical." said County Planning 
Director Phil Rovang. "Now is the time to 
ensure we haven't overlooked anything. We 
look forward to a real public dialogue regard- 
ing the proposed goals and policies." 

The regional framework planning process 
began in January 2001 with a kickoff meeting 
attended by over 100 people. Since then, the 
RPC, County Board Members and staff have 
met on a quarterly basis with representatives 
of Lake County's 52 municipalities, 18 town- 
ships and numerous civic, service and neigh- 
borhood organizations. The RPC has also 
received input from representatives of local, 
state and federal agencies and from numerous 
experts and advocates on topics such as elec- 
trical energy transmission, farmland preserva- 
tion and affordable housing.

Volunteers may include physi- 
cians, nurses, dentists, pharmacists, mental 
health practitioners, laboratory and radiology 
technicians, medical students and non-med- 
ical personnel. All volunteers will receive basic 
training in bioterrorism, disaster prepared- 
ness, incident command systems, first aid, 
CPR and blood borne pathogens and standard 
precautions. 

Medical Reserve Corps volunteer duties 
could include assisting emergency response 
teams, surveillance and notification, educa- 
tion, vaccination and/or distribution of med- 
ication and supporting local public health pro- 
grams, such as children's health fairs and flu 
clinics.

In other action relating to programs, the 
board adopted the 2003-04 performance 
report and the community college account- 
ability/program review report, which will be 
submitted to the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education.

I am calling you for your newspaper 
column about my sister-in-law. She has 
a child who, I think, Is In line for some 
hard things down the road if tilings 
don,t change. She is not amenable to 
coming to see any professional now and 
I thought If you could answer this ques- 
tion In your column, I could show It to 
her and convince her to get help now. 
Her daughter is 7 and Is very much In a 
'shell.' I believe she is in that shell 
because everyone does things for her 
and always has. She has 3 brothers and 
1 sister. When someone asks her to do 
something or say something, the entire 
family falls all over itself to answer for 
her or do the thing for her. 
Consequently, she doest even try to 
answer anymore or take anything on. I 
see her shrinking into herself and I 
don,t like It I have told them time after 
time to let this kid answer for herself 
and do for herself because It will be bet- 
ter for her. They don,t listen or stop this. 
I»m afraid that she will get worse and 
worse with time If they don,t stop and 
that eventually, when she does have to 
do things for herself, she will have no 
experience with It and fall apart I want 
to avoid this tragedy. Am I wrong? H.H. 

Hi H.H., 

No you are absolutely not wrong and I 
appreciate your effort in trying to help this lit- 
tle girl. I also sec this everyday in my practice 
and I help lots of people to let their kids learn 
to say and do tilings on their own. I do hope 
you share my response with your sister-in- 
law. 

The problem is insidious. First, when the 
child is very young and really cannot answer 
for herself or do for herself, everyone helps 
because it is die family type tiling to do. But ' 
what happens is, the kid who is getUng 
helped gets the message barly on, that he or

she docsn.t have to use any effort to get any- 
thing or do or say anything. It's easy for that 
child. There Is no work or struggle involved , 
because everyone else is doing it for that 
child. Think, Uiough, what would happen if 
you got someone else to exercise for you. 
How much weight would you lose? How 
firmed up would you be? You would be doing 
none of the work or struggle so you would 
gather none of the rewards. It is the same 
with a kid who has everyone doing the strug- 
gle for him or her, but die child is losing out 
on a lot more than a weight issue. 

You arc also correct that someday, diat 
child will need to use her skills and be inde- 
pendent. Unfortunately, in her family's desire 
to be helpful, they will have taken away her 
chance at being independent. What is even 
harder Is that the longer the family takes the 
work and struggle away from that child, the 
harder it becomes for her to do anything her- 
self Therefore, when she tries, it looks far 
more painful man it should and In races die 
helpful family again, rescuing her from her 
struggle. 

All of our growth comes from struggle. In 
fact, there is no growth without struggle. This 
Is why I get so nuts when I hear parents tell 
me diat they are trying to make it easier on 
dieir child. It doesn.t make it easier on the 
child. It just makes the parents feel better 
about their relationship with the child, for 
now. Later on, it is nowhere near easy to 
watch a child, who is now an adult, who can- 
not do even the easiest of tasks on his or her 
own because family members raced in and 
made sure it was done for him or her.

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I think the worst case of this I ever saw 
was in my very young days in practice, over a 
decade ago. I used to do Psyche testing in the 
schools, I was supposed to test a boy who 
was suspected of being mute. This is a person 
* who does not speak. I started to set up my 
testing equipment while the boy watched me. 
After about 5 minutes of watching me, he 
quietly asked me what was in my „suitcase%o 
(testing bag,) I looked at him, amazed that he 
spoke to me, and told him this: '1 was told 
that you don.t ever speak. Why do people 
think that about you?' He responded to me 
by saying, 'I don't usually have to talk 
because my older sister usually does it for 
me.' I about fell out of my chair when I heard 
that, but since then have seen lots and lots of 
it. My recommendation at the staffing was to 
stop the sister from constantly intervening 
and make this kid start talking as much as 
possible. 

My advice to you is to show this column 
to your sister-in-law and tell her that the best 
thing she can do for this chUd is to strongly 
tell the other kids and anyone else who tries it 
to let this kid do and say for herself. Let her 
'cut her teeth' at home In a safe environment 
instead of having to wait until she is older 
and out of that home, when it may be way to 
late to change anything. None of us should 
ever be afraid to watch a child struggle a bit 
to gain great skills that will help them to be 
independent and competent Try and get her 
to sec me about it, I do this at least three 
times a week and can give her some good 
guidance. Also, if the child has lost any skill 
development, which I would guess is the .case 
by now, I can help train the skills back to 
where they should be. Good luck.

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Parents developing roles in th 
' ild's college education 





This fall millions of parents will take their child to college for the first time. They will load the 
car, drive to campus, unload die car, kiss their child goodbye and leave. 

Then what? Do Uicy sit around and wait for the homesick phone call? Do they dare ask how 
classes arc going? Should they visit the campus during the year? Does die colleoc want dicir 
involvement or will they see it as meddling? 

During die last decade parents have become more involved in their student's college experi- 
ence, which colleges have embraced. Some experts attribute this to die fact that Baby Boomers — 
die parents who were very active in dieir children's lives — are sending their kids to college They 
arc the Soccer Moms and Lhdc League Dads who aren't ready to let go just yet. 

Others say parents want to know how their diousands in hard-earned tuition dollars arc being 
spent. After all, financing a college education now ranks with buying a home and savincfor retire- 
ment in financial impact. 

Parents definitely should be involved in their student's education, says Monica Groves dean 
of students at Nortiiwestcrn College in St. Paul, Minn. "Parent involvement holds the parent, stu- 
dent and the college accountable," she explains. "Parents know their kids best, so they need to 
keep In touch to pick up on any warning signs of possible trouble dial needs to be addressed " 

I'arcntal involvement holds the college accountable to uphold standards and commitments, 
she adds. For example, ir enough parents express concern about a certain policy or incident, it 
grabs the administration's attention, which can bring positive change. 

Parental involvement doesn't stop with the college admissions process. 

It continues on campus, beginning with freshman orientation. Northwestern, for example, 
oners parent sessions .with administration and faculty. Veteran parents host a Q & A time to share 
stones and advice. Throughout the year parent-related events are held, such as family weekend 
and home games honoring parents. 

Like many colleges, Nortiiwestern has an office of parent relations that serves as a liaison 
between parents and the college, explains Jessica Hughes, assistant director of parent relations 

in addition to being a sounding board of parent concerns and ideas, the office is a resource of 
college services. It communicates with parents dirough a handbook, newsletters, e-mail blasts 
and a Web site. A parent advisory council communicates parents' perspectives to die administra- 
tion and provides information and support to other parents. 

"We field calls, answer questions and develop networking relationships among parents," says 
Nancy Watson, a council member from Billings, Mont. "Sometimes parents just want to talk to 
another parent. ' 

How involved is "involved?" 

Groves and Hughes have fielded parent calls about parking tickets, roommate issues and 
unfair grading On the other end of the spectrum, some parents call asking us how often they 
should cal their student," Groves smiles. "They don't want to embarrass their student by calling 
too much. J b 

Hughes says a lot of calls are from parents who want to help their student, but don't know the 
college resources, such as health services, housing, counseling; etc. "Most of die time they want 
their child to resolve conflict like a grown-up," she adds. 

Groves and Hughes offer practical ways parents can be involved: 

• Before die student leaves for college discuss when and how often to call, and which com- 
munication method the student prefers: phone, e-mail, mail. Expect changes as you and yourstu- 




dent adjust. 

•When your student is having a problem in class, ask diem if they have talked to the profes- 
sor. If Uiey have and it wasn't satisfactory, encourage them to talk to the dean. Encourage your stu- 
dent to be bold and not afraid to seek help. 

• Volunteer for the parent council or other parent organizations and events on campus. 
Network with other parents, K 

• Come to campus when invited. If you live nearby, attend a few public events such as con- 
certs and sports events,Thesc help you connect with the college, but are less intrusive in your stu- 
dent s space. 

• Read the college publications 
and check out the Web site to keep 
up-to-date on news, events and 
policies.

: No matter what level of involvement parents choose, they need to listen to their student, 
Groves emphasizes. "Sometimes students arc irrational when they call home. Recognize that they 
arc venung and may exaggerate," Groves says. "After they calm down, discuss die problem and 
encourage them to find the right people on campus who can help." 

"Be involved as much as you love them," Watson advises. "Be Involved so you don't lose them 
They may be 18, which is considered adult, but they are actually on the Jencc of aduldiood and 
still need some guidance. The college years are when tiiey make choices that impact their entire 
lives. It s an age when many students, due.to lack of direction, fall prey to pornography, substance

Yet often it's die parents' role to let.dieir students make their own decisions. "When I wanted 
to write a professor about my daughter's course load, she was adamant. 'Don't you dare! I'd die a 
thousand deaths! So I had'to abide by her wishes," Watson recalls. "They have to learn to deal 
widi some dungs on their own. I've had to keep my mouth shut several times, but I'm glad I did. 
She has made some excellent decisions and really grown up."

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Eight ways to 
volved i

You say you don't have enough time 
to volunteer at school. Between 
working and chauflcuring the kids 
back and forth to soccer practice, 
your schedule just doesn't have room for any- 
thing else. Not true! You can make time if you 
really want to. Jt's a matter of setting priorities. 
Your kids will appreciate your extra effort, and 
you will enjoy helping out as well. Studies show 
that kids whose parents are involved in their 
education perform better academically' 
(including having higher grades and test scores 
and better attendance) man children of par- 
. ents who do not participate. And parent volun- 
teers help the school too, which can turn an 
average school into an above-average one. 

Hem are some ways to get Involved In your 
child's school, even If your time is limited: 

1. Volunteer in class on a part- time basis. 
Every busy teacher will welcome a parent's 
help, even if it's only for an hour or two. If you 
can't commit to daytime activities in the class- 
room, there arc things you can do outside the 
classroom to help out, like calling parents to 
remind them about an upcoming event or 
gathering materials for a class project. For 
those parents with a little more time, you can 
offer to be a room mother or father who helps 
plan class activities and parties. 

2. Greet your child's teacher and develop a 
rapport Your child spends six or more hours a 
day at school; that's why it's important to know 
who he spends that time with. Introduce your- 
self to the teacher and attend events like back- 
to-school night Tell the teacher about your 
child's hobbies and talents, both socially and 
academically. By meeting the teacher and hav- 
ing a few discussions, you'll feel more comfort- 
able calling him or her if you ever have any 
concerns about your child. 

3. Prepare your child for his academic 
future by meeting with his teacher or coun- 
selor periodically. Discuss your child's progress 
and what courses he should be taking to fulflll 



his academic and career goals 

4. Visit your child's classroom. Being there 
is die only way to see what's going on. You'll 
observe how the teacher interacts with stu- 
dents and how your child interacts with peers, 
just be sure to consult with the teacher a week 
or two before stopping by so she can plan for 
your visit. 

5. Join a parents' organization. Parent- 
teacher organizations give you the opportunity 
to meet other parents and help raise money for 
the school. Also, you can play an active role in 
helping the school reach its goals. 

6. Be informed. Keep yourself abreast of 
school rules and regulations, schedules, 
upcoming events and activities by reading the 
school newspaper (if they have one), your local 
newspaper, and the notices your child brings 
home. Many schools also have their own Web 
site full of information, so be sure to visit it 
often for updates. 

7. Meet other parents. Befriending fellow 
parents will keep you informed about what's 
happening at your cluld's school and in his 
academic and social life. It's also a good way to 
compare notes about what's going on in and 
outside the classroom, such as if the teacher Is 
giving too much homework or if Tommy is 
being a bully. Just picking your child up from a 
play date won't getyouacquaintcd enough 
with other parents Invite Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
and their daughter Jill over for dinner, or make 
a weekend playdatc when you'll have more 
time to chat. 

8. Share your talents with the students. Ask 
the teacher or the parent volunteer coordina- 
tor how you can best use your skills to benefit 
the students. If you work with computers, vol- 
unteer at the library's computer station. If you 
cook, offer to give the kids a cooking les- 
son or bring in one of your creations and 
explain how you made it. If you are an 
artist, offer to design banners for the 
school play. » • ,

A rrccnt study of rmplojws »t» left ihdr current emptoyer showed dial 
the number one reason for a new |oh was that ihey did not feel appreciat- 
ed, nosed on ray experience, that answer Is completely accurate. However, 
it Is usually the wrong reason for tearing. 

One aspect of ray business Is lo help managers relate better to their 
employees. L'nforttmaleiy, most managers haw never had a course or a 
mentor on this topic. Some seem to haw a natural talent In employee rela- 
tion. But most need training of some sort. Business schools do not leach 
these skills lo any great mint. 

The flrst problem Is tint a manager needs to be a cltimploo for his or her 
subordinate?, and most do not know how lo do ihat They often praise the 
best employees, Ignore ihosc »bo arc doing a good Job, and berate those 
who are least productht. All emptojro need ailentlon. 

Managers need to understand that their |ob Is to accomplish tasks through 
others, ihrough employees. Most were promoted because they were good 
at accomplishing tasks. Many of those also complained about their man- 
agers. Then they were promoted and fell Into the same nauenw because It 
was the only model they had experienced. 

Those employees who put this article before their manager put ihelr 
careen in great peril. Those who share the information in this ankle with 
their employer risk the same consequence. Employees need lo learn how 
to handle those situations where employers are not meeting their needs. 
Therein lies our purpose. 

ului Is an employee to do w hen a manager Is not doing the guiding, 
coaching and mentoring Ihat Is needed? They are to be a part of the solu- 
tion not a part of the problem. Unfortunately, some employers need our 
help as employees lo do their |ohs approprtaiely. Even as I write this I hear 
the voices of anger saying "It Is not our Job to mentor our managers." I 
agree. In addition, I would add that It Is easier to leaw die company dun 
lo lake on thai task. 

1 lowcwr, some of us work for greal companies thai haw grcal benefits. 
Sometimes, only one manager Is Inadwniaicry performing his or her duties. 
We need'lo ask If «r want lo leave a good situation because of one Job 
aspect I bellew that ihe best answrr Is "No." 

whin a manager ignores us, we haw a responsibility to set a lime to meet 
with him or her. We need to ask questions about our performance, jab 
opportunities and new challenges in the work place. When a manager 
beraics us, we need to ask how our performance can be Improved, how 
could that task hate been performed better or how would you like me to 
do that job In the future. 

It b easier to walk away. Hut ibosc who stand up to the challenges will not 
haw the angst of a fob change, and they are training themselves in how tu 
manage In the future.
